‘There are various types of dog- 
bane, it is fairly abundant in Mis- 
souri, is capable of producing a fair 
percentage of rubber from its milky 
juice, or latex, and “is really the 
mest promising” of North Ameri- 
can rubber producing plants. The 
plant also contains a tough fiber 
that can be made into rope. . 

A surprising fact is that the 
plant's rubber. producing qualities 
in considerably if it is grown 
in dry. unfertile soil. It has been 
found that dogbane grown in dry, 
sandy soil in Ohio yields 2.27 per 
cent rubber, while the weed grown 
in swamp land in the same vicinity 
produces only 1.12 per cent rub- 
ber. Some dogbane has produced : 
as high as 5.1.per cent of rubDer. 

The World War gave a decided 
impetus to research 
rubber producing plants in this 
country. In the event of another 
war, it was considered important 
that the United States should. be 
capable of growing-and producing 
necessaries within its own area. 
Rubber being a highly essential 
material in the present civilization, 
effort has been directed toward its 
production.

The 
eight imeligibles, including Mike 
Farroh, co-captain-e¢lect of the 1930 
football team, were among the 
original 14 barred by the confer- 
ence during Iowa’s suspension 
from the conference. The other 


six have passed out of competition, 


five by completion of their three 
years of play and another, Oran 
Pape, football star, by confession 
of playing professional football. 

As a result lowa's teams will 
be weakened and Farroh may be 
forced to resign his co-captainship 
of the fcotball team, Because of 
their suspension from the confer- 
ence Iowa was forced out of next 
fall's football schedule, but dofibt- 
lessly will dispense with Farroh’s 
services in accordance to the con- 
ference ruling. 

Today's refusal to reinstate the 
athletes was anticipated’ as the 
committee, in granting Iowa's re- 
instatement to good standing last 
spring, advised against a petition 
for reinstatement of any of the 14 
banned athletes.

HE past season’s flying in the Antarctic 
T vs been a vivid proof of the value of 
the airplane fn exploration. From a few 
doubtful and only partly successful attempts 
before 1926, the airplane has shown that 
when used properly within limitation it can 
be a most valuable means of polar travel. 
There were six airplanes used in the Ant- 
arctic last year by four expeditions. Two 
were lost. Through their use many thou- 
sand miles of new territory was explored. 
Two planes lost out of six is a fairly large 
percentage, but with the knowledge obtained 
in this season’s experience the percentage of 
losses can be much reduced. A seventh plane 
was used by Sir Douglas Mawson, but his 
flights were held down to 20 or 30 minutes. 
In spite of his short flights, however, valu- 
able information was obtained that would 
have taken a long time to get by any other 
method.

over hitherto unknown and inaccessible areas 
recording at a hundred miles an hour with 
the aerial camera every mile of the way? 
The foot traveler working with dog teams 
over accessible areas does not average more 
than 25 miles a day. Dog teams for long dis- 
tance polar exploration are doomed, but will 
always be a valuable adjunct to the airplane. 

The success of the airplane in polar re- 
gions has been as rapid as almost uniformly 
successful. From the day when Amundsen, 
pioneering with bold vision, attempted to 
take off from the northern shore of Alaska 
on a flight to Spitzbergen the airplane has 
improved amazingly. That attempt failed not 
because it was an impracticable scheme, but 
because Amundsen was ahead of his time. 
Engine performance had not achieved the 
reliability which it has at the present day. 
Oscar Omdal was the pilot of that venture, 
and both Omdal and Amundsen have since 
been lost at sea in planes. 


North Polar Trials. 


In 1925, a year or so after Amundsen’s 
first attempt, he and Lincoln Elisworth flew 
in two flying boats to within a relatively 
short distance of the Pole, but were forced 
down on the ice, and by a miracle returned 
home after three weeks of herculean effort. 
The airplane was still not quite ready for it. 
Engine trouble forced down one plane, and 
the other landed to give assistance. It was 
in that year also that Floyd Bennett and I 
flew in amphibians over Greenland and Elis- 
mere Land and with possibly a little better 
equipment and good fortune flew nearly 3000 
miles; counting all trial flights, without acci- 
dent. This, however, was due to Bennett's 
genius, and we might easily have got into 
trouble with our water-cooled engines, for 
they were not quite up to the mark and 
landing places were few and far between.

Antarctic Continent was impossible. They 
pointed to the dangerous weather, the intense 
cold and the altitude at which we must fly. 
Even then it seemed that the airplane had 
not proved its possibilities to the public. And 
yet see what happened. 

While we were still voyaging south and ua- 
loading, Wilkins made the first of the year’s 
flights over Graham Land. His flight was 
amazingly productive.. Our first flights to 
the east that year from our base, only 700 
miles from the~South Pole, were short, 
though they were) also productive. Regions 
which had only been approached by ships, 
contours which were almost unknown and 
mountains near which men had _ siledged 
without seeing them were not only easily dis- 
covered in a few hours’ flight but also pho- 
tographed by Captain McKinley with the 
aerial survey camera. These first flights did 
something to prove, it seems to me, that the 
airplane could be used in the Antarctic and 
that it was the best method of quickly open- 
ing up new territory. 

The next season not only did Wilkins re- 
turn, but, in addition to Dawson, Riiser-Lar- 
sen and Lutzo-Holm, Norwegians, made im- 
portant flights on the other side of the conti- 
nent from us and a plane was brought down 
by a whaler for use in spotting whales. The 
only tragedy of the year resulted in the use 
of this small ship. After flying hundreds of 
miles, the plane one day was lost and noth- 
ing could be found of it or its pilot and pas- 
senger. Our polar flight and our flights to 
the East and West have been told—suffi- 
cient here to say that the airplanes did all 
we expected of them and the engines and 
materials stood the weather in the coldest 
continent on earth without deterioration. 

The only aviation fatalities in polar explor- 
ation were those in connection with the loss 
of the dirigible Italia and the resulting loss 
of Amundsen and his companions on the 
rescue flight. There is no denying that ex- 
ploring in the Antarctic with aviation is 
hazardous, more so than with dog teams, 
for if far from a base it might be impos- 
sible to get back, as there is no animal life 
beyond the rim of the continent to live on. 
Men cannot go far with what they haul 
them-elves and they would soon starve. 
Visibility is amother great hazard, for unless 
the explorer watches the weather carefully 
he may get into bad visibility where there 
is no horizon and height above snow cannot 


tbe judged. 


Future General Exploration. 

So far in straight exploration, for which 
careful preparation has been made, results 
have been uniformly good. That is a very 
significant thing. It means that the old days 
of weary and painful exploration are over 
and in future man will penetrate the few 
remaining unknown places on earth with 
great speed and, what is more, bring back 
a pictorial survey to show what he has seen.

tion of engine power and design. 

By laying bases in this way in 
the first good weather, a sufficient 
number could be put down in a 
week so that a line of depots 
would stretch clear across the con- 
tinent, say to Weddell Sea. Then 
while the other four planes were 
laying bases in another direction, 
the exploration and surveying 
planes could make a flight to the 
maximum distance desired and re- 
turn with greater safety than by 
any other method except dog 
team. 

That flight completed, bases for 
another flight to the westward to- 
ward the Pole of Inaccessibility; as 
it has been called, might be made 
and then a flight to the east. Sup- 
plies of fuel and food at various 
points would reduce the danger of 
a forced landing and enable the 
party to live until another plane, 
summoned by radio, came to the 
rescue. Radio, of course, would 
play a large part in these maneu- 
vers and the radio station would 
be large and unusually well 
equipped. 

Also, it is possible, I am sure, 
closely to examine interesting geo- 
logical formations with such a 
fleet of planes. A geologist on 
such flights ig essential as well as 
@ surveyor, and if the geology of 
the region seemed to require care- 
ful study a landing could be made 
and the work done with no loss of 
time. Or a geologist and an as- 
sistant with supplies could be land- 
ed on a separate flight and left 
to finish the work and be picked 
up later. 

The Camera in Exploration, 

The aerial survey camera as used 
in exploration adds much romance 
to flying. Our experience has 
shown it is probably the most valu- 
able part of the explorer’s equip- 
ment. He ig enabled by its use to 
bring home the results of his work 
for study at leisure. He photo- 
graphs by overlapping negatives 
every mile of the route, makes viv- 
id through its pictorial maps the 
country over which he has flown, 
and obtains a record which can be 
made no other way. 

These strip maps criss-crossing 
the Antarctic continent would re- 
veal a great deal and would be 
most interesting to the geographer 
and geologist in establishing the 
relationship between various parts 
of the country. The aerial camera 
is being used more and more in 
exploration and is applicable not 
only to the polar regions but to the 
little known parts of South Amer- 
ica. It is being used for surveying 
in Africa and other regions where 
ordinary surveying has been diffi- 
cult and costly. It is the chief 
weapon of the modern explorer. 

The Antarctic is one of only a 
few places, such as the jungles 
and mid-Asian lands, still to be 
carefully examined and I believe 
the Antarctic will only be com- 
pletely conquered by air. A mod- 
ern plane with its many motors, 
its sure control and enormous ca- 
| pacity, will one day fly entirely 
over that dead land. It may be 
done little by little as men are able 
to undertake the difficult and ex- 
pensive task of equipping an ex- 
pedition for the purpose, or by 
some stroke of good fortune, some 
lucky man may have placed at his 
disposal the means of doing it in 
some such manner as I have de- 
scribed above. 

If that were so, what an aston- 
ishing undertaking it would be, 
what a commentary on the con- 
quest by man of the air! But I am 
afraid that must remain an ex- 
plorer’s dream. 

The future of the airplane is 
something no wise man will at- 
tempt to predict, and its achieve- 
ments in exploration have merely 
kept pace with the development 
in other fields, Not all aerial ex- 
ploration is over unknown lands. 
Men who, like Commander Read, 
first to fly the Atlantic, and Alcock 
and Brown, who crossed the At- 
lantic in a nonstop flight in 1919, 
and Lindtergh, who made a new 
trail across the Atlantic—men who 
fly the Pacific, who pilot huge 
dirigibles arsund the world, who 
lay out new lines of aerial] trans- 
port, are also explorers in an al- 
most unlimited field. They also 
penetrate the unknown, and I 8a- 
lute these men who in the last few 
years have done so much to open 
for mankind new and swifter lines 
of travel, who are making the at- 
mosphere of the earth a highway 
between the nations of the earth.

Friendships of Armageddon.

amples where military wrangles 
entail dissension among allies, each 
imagining that his task is heavier 
and more thankless than that of 
the other: here, on the contrary.

The only 
rivalry was that of valor. The 
Americans brought to the battle- 
front and to our soldiers not only 
a material aid; they brought their 
youthful boldness, their joyous 
spirit, their faith in the morrow. 
At that hour when all was somber- 
nes, who can measure, even today, 
the value of their faith? As the 
poet says, our resistance renewed 
its soul, 

It was not a question merely of 
stopping the enemy; he had to be 
routed; a thorough and immediate 
revenge was necessary for the cruel 
disaster of May 27. It was to be 
from then on a question of un- 
breakable will not only of the 
chiefs, but of each soldier as well.

HILE Canfield was soothing 
W the esthetic sensibilities and

There were times, when a reform ele- 
ment was in the saddle or was making 
it particularly hot for an open-town 
administration, when he had to close 
temporarily.

Odore Roosevelt was Po- 
lice Commissioner were 
precarious ones for Can- 
field and his brethren. 
“William Travers. Je 
rome was one of the most 
militant opponents of 
gambling in New York. 
When he became District 
Attorney he laid plans to 
catch Canfield. One De- 
cember night in 1902 a 
horse - drawn wagon 
stopped in front of 5 
East Forty-fourth street, 
ladders were put up, a 
window was smashed and 
District Attorney Jerome 
and policemen entered 
Canfield’s world-famous 
palace of chance. 

They found no gam- 
bling going on. In fact, 
Canfield had kept the 
gambling rooms idle since 
Jerome had become Dis- 
trict Attorney. But they 
confiscated a faro layout, 
roulette wheels and chips 
which had been stored 
away. No charge was 
placed against the pro- 
prietor at the time, but 
his manager was arrested. 

The gambler tried to 
have the District Attor- 
ney arrested on a charge 
of illegal entry. He and 
Jerome carried on a con- 
troversy through the 
newspapers, in the course 
of which Jerome quoted 
Tennyson, and Canfield 
quoted Whittier. Cases 
against Canfield and his 
' manager were dismissed 
because the District Attorney could 
not force any of the patrons of the 
gambling house to testify. 

But Jerome had the. Legislature 
pass a bill giving him power to exact 
the testimony he wanted. Faced with 
this, Canfield surrendered, since Jes- 
se Lewisohn and other wealthy pa- 
trons who had refused to tell on him 
would now have to do so or go to jail. 
Canfield pleaded guilty of gambling. 
But it was discovered that the man 
wifo had sworn to the warrant on 
which the raid had been made had per- 
jured himself; he had never been in 
Canfield’s place. The perjurer got a 
year in prison and the gambler paid a 
fine of $1000. 


Europe almost every year. On one of 

these trips he became a great friend 
of James A. McNeill Whistler, who 
was in London, and visited the artist 
almost daily. The painter was re- 
ported to have said that Canfield was 
“the only man who never made a mis- 
take in the studio." The gambler had 
a real appreciation of art and friends 
found him an interesting conversation- 
alist. Whistler had Canfield sit for a 
portrait, titling it “His Reverence,”’ 
but died before it was completed. The 
unfinished picture is now in the Cin- 
cinnati Museum. Canfield, shortly be- 
fore his own death, sold his collection 
of Whistlers for $300,000. 

Another evidence of Canfieid's cul- 
tural attainments is the fact that in 
1910, after his retirement from gam- 
bling, he became one of the charter 
members of the Walpole Society

N THE jungle of 
Rhodesia, some-

O MOST St. Louisans Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, who has 
served them as librarian for 20 years, is a name that one 
sees occasionally in the papers in connection with some high- 
brow activity—being sent to a foreign country on some in- 
tellectual mission or receiving a new honor in his pro- 
fession. To a smaller group, he is a man who gets a Jong 
write-up in “‘Who’s Who in America,” writes books and 
articles, gives erudite and astonishingly entertaining talke 
before clubs and conferences, and looks as if he would 
send in a riot call if anyone presumed to slap him on the 


hack. To a few who know him well the reserved man is not only one of the 
crest librarians of the United States and an expert commentator on scientific 
matters, but a fellow who likes to go to the movies, play the piano, tramp along 
country roads, read detective stories, study intricate mechanical devices and 
talk genially with a friend about everything, from prohibition to poetry. 

His New England birth and rearing may explain the reserve that has kept 
st, Louis, while realizing the value of his public service, from knowing Dr. 
Bostwick well as a person. Born in Litchfield, Connecticut, and educated at 
yale University, he was 50 years old when he came to this city. 

He had already won distinction, having been president of the New York 
State Library Association and the American Library Association, and served 
since 1891 as editor of the science department of the Literary Digest. Before 
entering library work as chief librarian of the New York Free Circulating Li- 
brary, he had been teacher, assistant editor of the Forum, associate editor 
of the Standard Dictionary and on the staff of Appleton’s Cyclopedia of Amer- 


ican Riography. 


When Dr. Bostwick came to St. Louis the present library building at Thir- 
teenth and Olive streets was not yet completed. He supervised the occupation

He 
knows the country immediately sur- 
rounding St. Louis pretty thoroughly 
from trudging along its roads and by- 
ways. For 15 years he has rented a 
cottage on the Missouri River near St.

Keeping a scrapbook is one of his 
hobbies. He began it in 1875, and the 
record gives a chronological account 
of his activities since that time.

As another hobby Dr. 
Bostwick regards his 
hearty eschewal of games, 
at least as a participant.

‘During that 
period of enforced gaming he deter- 
mined that when he achieved -personal 
liberty and could play cards or leave 
them alone, he certainly would bore 
himself no longer with them. And he 
has never changed his mind about it, 
even after playing bridge once just to 
see what it was like. 


USIC has been more than a 
hobby with Dr. Bostwick; it 
has been one of the most im- 
portant parts of his intellectual 
and emotional life. When a small 
lad he realised his love. for it. 
His mother was a music teacher, but 
he would not take lessons, fearing 
that formal instruction and the drudg- 
ery of imposed exercises would dull 
hig, feeling for the art. So he taught 
himself to read music and to play the 
piano, going to his mother merely for 
answers to pussiing questions. 
He still plays a little, he admits, 
“but no one likes to hear me.” He

technique. The pleasure he gets from 
playing is in reading the score.

When he was 14 he started com- 
posing. He enjoyed it but never con- 
sidered the results meritorious enough 
for publication. He did, however, 
supply the words and music of some 

Sof the old songs collected and pub 
lished by Sigmund Spaeth under the 
title, ‘Weep Some More, My Lady.”’ 

Dr. Bostwick’s interest in music has 
been reflected in the attention paid 
by the St. Louis Public Library to this 
subject. It had virtually no music 
when he took charge; now its collec 
tion numbers 7867 compositions, of 
which 7666 are in the open shelf de- 
partment and can be borrowed freely. 
The collection includes pieces import- 
ed from France, Germany, Italy, Rus- 
sia and other foreign countries, some 
of which, the librarian has been told, 
are not on sale in the United States. 


NE of the most interesting ex- 

periences of Dr. Bostwick’'s life 

was a tour of China in 1926, 
when he made a survey of Chinese li- 
braries, having been selected for the 
task by the American Library Associa- 
tion in response to an invitation from 
the Chinese Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Education. On the basis 
of his observations, he was to make 
recommendations as to using part of 
the last Boxer indemnity payment of 
$15,000,000 on public libraries in 
China. 

He spent seven weeks on the tour, 
visiting 13 provinces, 14 or 16 of the 
larger cities, and making 50 public ad- 
dresses. Sometimes for days he was 
the only white man within a radius of 
many miles. But never did he feel 
that he was in any danger and only 
once was he treated discourteously; 
that discourtesy, on the part of a col- 
lege president who detested foreign- 
ers, consisted of delegating an obscure 
professor to conduct the visiting Amer- 
ican through the school. 

Among the notablee he met and 
talked with was Marshal Tuan, then 
President of the Chinese Republic. 
Their interview was carried on through 
an interpreter and the President 
smoked a cigar as he chatted. One 
,of his views that impressed the librari- 
an was that western nations placed 
too much emphasis on law, when har- 


“mony, among individuals and nations, 


was a far greater thing. 

Dr. Bostwick also interviewed one 
of the two grand lamas of Tibet, who 
was visiting China. Two interpreters 
were uaed in this conversation—one 
to translate between Tibetan and Chi- 
nese, the other between Chinese and 


English. The lama seemed greatly in- — 


terested at learning that it was the 
middie of night in the United States 
when it was midday in China. 

“The high class Chinese,” Dr. Bost- 
wick says, “impressed me as a fine 
fellow. Except in regard to machin- 
ery, I think these people surpass us 
ist civilization, that is, in culture, the

WASHINGTON. 
N THE late after- 
noon of April 11, 
Miss Mary Baker, 
comely young Gov- 
ernment employe 
and daughter of a 
clergyman, was 
making her Lenf®n 
devotions in the 
iis Church of the 
this city.

A half-hour later she was being 
beaten by a man in her automobile, 
parked beside the Ellipse Park, in the 
rear of the White House. Before wit- 


nesses could interfere the car had 
sped away and lost itself in the eve- 
ning traffic of the capital. 

The next day the young woman’s 
body was found at the entrance of a 
culvert outside Arlington National 
Cemetery. Miss Baker had been 
strangled to death, shot and maltreat- 
ed. Half a mile away her car had 
been abandoned on the road. 

Such are the main facts learned 
thus far of a crime which has shocked 
the national capital and which bids 
fair to join the long list of unsolved 
murder mysteries. Despite numerous 
clews, intense activity of Washington 
and Virginia police and private inves- 
tigators and a reward of $6000, the 
authorities have not discovered who 
killed Mary Baker, or when, where or 
why the crime was committed. 

It is generally agreed that the mur- 
derer has escaped detection, not be- 
cause he was clever but because he 
was lucky. He was a bungler in this 
crime. He left at least 50 clews, in- 
cluding a handprint on one of the win- 
dows of his victim's automobile, a 
pair of gloves and a muffler. 

Miss Baker came to Washington 
from her home in Virginia with the 
flood of war workers,as a ‘‘yeoman- 
ette.”" “At the time of her-death she

e4 ONTRARY to popular belief,

stratum of society have become its 
slave. 

“This,” said the agent, shaking a 
three-ounce bottle of light, flaky sub- 
stance, “is cocaine, which exhilarates 
the user, whereas morphine or heroin 
brings him only to a normal point of 
physical and mental ease.”

De Quincey, the scholar, wit, philos- 
opher and man of the world, in his 
famous autobiographical work, men- 
tioned above, vividly pictures the 
fantastic dreams he experienced while 
under the influence of laudanum, 
an opium derivative to which he 
was addicted during the greater part 
of his life, and the agonizing pain at- 
tendant to his efforts to “release my- 
self from the horrors of opium" and 
“from the palsying effects on the in- 
tellectual faculties.” 

The son of an English merchant in 
comfortable circumstances, De Quincey 
was born in 17865, and, at the age of 
20, while a student at Oxford, started 
the use of opium, “not for the purpose 
of creating pleasure but of mitigating 
pain.” He struggled four times to rid 
himself of the habit, and 15 years be- 
fore his death, at the age of 74, at last 
was successful. Of interest, in view 
of the belief of some medical men that 
narcotics affect reproductive ability, 
is the fact that De Quincey, who mar- 
ried at 31, was the father of eight 
children.

best-known writing include the 

following, bearing, more or less 
directly, on the findings of Dr. 
Treadway: “By accident I met a 
college acquaintance who recom- 
mended opium. Opium! dread agent 
of unimaginable pleasure and pain! 
I had heard of it as I had of man- 
na or ambrosia, but no further; how 
unmeaning a sound was it at that 
time! What solemn chords does it. now 
strike upon my heart. . . . I, myself, 
who have never been a great wine 
drinker. ... The primary effects of 
opium are always, and in the highest 
degree, to excite and stimulate the 
system. . . It does not at first, of 
necessity, produce inactivity or torpor, 
_ . , Farewell to smiles and laughter, 
peace of mind, hope and tranquil 
dreams and the blessed consolation of 
sleep . . . for I am now arrived at an 
Iliad of woes... . I have now to re 
cord the pains of opium.”’ 

After addiction was established 
firmly, De Quincy recounts: 

“T was buried a thousand years in 
stone coffins, with mummies and 
sphinxes,. . . I was kissed with can- 
cerous kisses by crocodiles; and laid, 
confounded with all unutterable sifmy 
things, amongst reeds and Nilotic 
mud... . The cursed crocodile be- 
came to me an object of more horror 
than almost all the rest. . . I saw 
that I must die if I continued the 
opium. . . . I determined, therefore, 
if that should be required, to die in 
throwing it off. . . . Think of me as 
one . . . still agitated, writhing, 
throbbing, palpitating, aliattered. . . . 
The moral of the narrative is ad- 
dressed to the opium eater... . If 
he is taught to fear and tremble, 
enough has been effected... . I 
heartily wish him more energy; I wish 
him the same success.” 

Few addicts, however, confess their 
habit with the simple candor of De 
Quincey. They seek to conceal the fact, 
making it impossible to determine, 
with any degree of accuracy, the total 
number in the United States.

————e «6()((), It is a strik- 
ing example of the practical re- 
turns from art. If the bankrupt 
city of Chicago is too hard pressed 
by its créditors, it might advised- 
ly turn to the Art Institute for aid. 
A decade ago the picture was 
purchased by a Chicago eollector 
for $20,000. Three months ago 
its estimated value was $250,000. 
The artist, Georges Seurat, it is 
almost needless to say, had no 
share in this. He has been dead 
since 1891. And it is possible, 
though the facts are not definitely 
known, that he may have traded 
the canvas for a board bill. Seu- 
rat was one of the school that in- 
cludes Van Gogh and Gauguin. 
They struggled against a tremen- 
dous weight of conservatism and 
died, almost without exception, in 
poverty, Van Gogh in a madhouse, 
Gauguin utterly alone on a remote 


island in the South Seas. 

The Seurat owned by the Art 
Institute was acquired by Freder- 
ick Clay Bartlett of Chicago. He 
is a very wealthy man, an artist 
of considerable reputation and a 
collector. He and his wife, the 
late Helen Birch Bartlett, spent 
nearly 15 years getting together 
their collection of modern art. 

Though they could easily have 
afforded to, they didn’t rely on 
dealers. Instead, they roamed all 
over Europe and particularly they 
haunted certain sections of Paris. 
One evening while they were hav- 
ing dinner in an out-of-the-way 


cafe, 
showed 


the proprietor, a woman, 
them a painting she 
owned. It was a large canvas by 
Georges Seurat called “Sunday 
Afternoon on the Grande Jatte.”’ 
The Bartletts were immediate- 
ly interested. But Madame would 
not even hear of an offer. Later, 
however, her son became ill and 
she sold the picture to Mr. and 
Bartlett for $20,000. She had 


promised them she would give 
them first chance at it. | 
The canvas was brought to 


America and hung in the Bartlett 
home here along with others they 
had acquired. In 1926, not long 


after the death of his wife, Bart- 
lett decided to give his collection 
of modern art to the Art Institute 
as a memorial to Mrs. Bartlett. It 
includes famous paintings by the 
leading moderns, Picasso, Matisse, 
Gauguin, Van Gogh, Derain. 
Dominating all the other pic- 
tures in the Bartlett gallery is the 
“Sunday Afternoon on the Grande 
Jatte.”’ A large canvas, it shows 
the simple pleasures of a Sunday 
afternoon on an island in the 
Seine, the Grande Jatte. It was 
painted in about 1886 and repre- 
sents Seurat’s first successful 
work in the technique which he

The $400,000 offer came from 
a French syndicate. It is believed 
the syndicate represented the 
French Government, which is 
anxious to get back another Seu- 
rat for the Louvre. The Art In- 
stitute declined, of course, to 
sell.

Hero, Who Suffered for Them When 
They Had Snap, Rebels. 


OR a long time past I have been 
Pe carrying in my wallet a clipping 

from the Detroit Free Press about 
suspenders, with the intention of, at 
some time or other, adding a few re- 
marks on the subject to what was said 
by the Free Press. But every time I 
take the clipping out and read it I get 
to crying softly and cannot bring my- 
self to take pen in hand. 

For I feel strongly about the sub- 
ject of suspenders, and it grieves me 
more than I can possibly tell to see 
them fallen on evil days, as I fully be- 
lieve they have. The writer on the 
Free Press was dissatisfied with the 
suspender, but not fundamentally dis- 
satisfied. His only complaint was that 
a suspender had not been invented 
which would allow a man to remove 
his coat and vest while wearing it 
without losing social standing. 

A fig for your social standings! The 
trouble with the suspender lies far 
deeper than that. In the old days one 
of the charms of the suspender was 
that it was worn only by men of suffi- 
cient nobility of character and inde- 
pendence of thought to snap their fin- 
gers at such mirages as social stand- 
ing. 

I started wearing suspenders in 
1920, the year all my suits had to be 
let out. I adopted the suspender, as 
I adopted the olive, with reluctance, 
thinking I should never grow to love 


it. It seemed necessary, however, to 
abandon the belt for the time being, 
in view of the fact that my person 
had developed (and when I say ‘‘de- 
ws’ gel you may know that I do not 
mean ‘‘antidisestablishmentarianism”’ ) 
a sudden tendency to bulge at the 
point most likely to place a strain on a 
belt. I got tired of having belts sud- 


denly snap asunder as I got excited in — 


the midst of some burning intellectual 
argument, forcing me to remove one 
hand from the business of gesturing 
in order to devote it to the temporarily 
more pressing business of holding up 
my pants. 


HEN I realized, soon after I 

adopted the suspender, what a 

cult it was. It took cour- 
age to wear suspenders in those 
days. It also took a certain dis- 
tinction of form. Any scrawny, half- 
fed, anemic, wasp-waisted lounge liz- 
ard can wear a belt. It takes a man 
to wear suspenders; at least it did in 
the old days. Not now. I grew to 
feel that a pretty safe maxim in chovus- 
ing your friends was: Never trust a 
man who doesn’t wear suspenders. 
Yon belt-wearing Cassius hath a lean 
and hungry look. 

Suspenders were suspenders in those 
days, too. They were elastic suspen- 
ders, in plain colors. Their primary 
function was to hold up the pants. They * 


did their duty nobly. Yet there was 
a racy element of risk involved in 
wearing them that added zest to the 
cult and built up a stanch masonry 
among all men who wore suspendefs. 
For one thing, you never could be 
quite sure about the buttons.

any suspender wearer with red blood 
in him (and in those days we all HAD 
red blood), that a button, or two but- 
involving conse- 
quences delightfully thrilling in their 
uncertainty. Nowadays suspenders are 
chained to the trousers!

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You sever could be quite sure about the buttons. 


was great baiting of suspender wear- 
ers in those old days. It was consid- 
ered au fait in the most witty circles 
to creep up behind a suspender wearer 
and suddenly snap his suspenders. 


Loud laughter from all parties. Well,- 


if they thought by this means to 
shame us suspender wearers of 1920 
into abandoning the device they sim- 
ply made the same mistake the Ro- 
mans made with the Christians in a 
bygone era which, being pantless, re- 
quired. no suspenders. They made 
martyrs of us: They added fuel ,to 
the fires of our passion for the sus- 
pender and increased our determina- 
tion never to return to the belt. 


Slowly but surely, as the 

months went on, the persecu- 
tions of the suspender wearers 
subsided and the persecutors. them- 
selves began stealthily to adopt the 
very gadget they had been inveighing 
against shortly before. In other 
words, the popularization of the sus- 
pender had started. 

Perhaps its doom Was definitely 
sealed on the day that some depraved, 
neurotic manufacturer turned out the 
first red, orange and green striped 
suspendér, throwing the campuses of 
Yale, Harvard and Princeton into «a 
frenzy. 

Of course, I don’t blame them for

in for them. You cannot snap a nod- 
elastic suspender.
